BRITISH CASUALTIES 


London, Noy, 3.—General White 
cabled the war office that in the en- 
agement on Farquhar’s farm, near 
Ladysmith, on October 30th, when 
Lieutenant Colonel Carlton's column 
was compelled to surrender six offi- 
cers were killed and nine wounded.

At 12:40 this morning the war office 
issued the text of a despatch which 
was dated Ladysmith, November 2nd, 
10 a.m., giving the list of casualties.

The column sent out on Sunday 
night made a wide detour and reached 
the spurs of Dradensberg before dawn. 
Colonel Carlton stormed the heights 
with ihe bayonet and maintained his 
position against great odds until his 
ammunition was exhausted and sur- 
render became inevitable, Nearly 200 
had then been killed and wounded, 

Another Mule Stampede. 

A despatch from Ladysmith filed 
on Monday night giving a description 
of the battle says: “A similar mule 
stampede occurred to Lieut. Col. 
Grimwood’s column on the Bulwan 
side, Our ammunition was lost, but 
our infantry quite held them down. 
It seems a misfortune that the Power- 
ful’s blue jackets were not summoned 
before as the result of the engaye- 
ment would then have been different. 

Death of General Jan Kock, 

Genera! Jan Kock, who was second 
in command of the Transvaal forces, 
and who was wounded at the battle 
of E’sndslaagte, died in the hospital 
at Ladysmith on Monday night.

At the Cutlers’ Feast in Sheffield 


London, Nov, 3.—The secretary of 
state for war was the chief speaker at 
the cutlers’ feast at Sheffield last 
evening, the function being attended 
by the usual distinguished assemblage 
Replying to the toast of her majesty’s 
ministers he went over the usual 
ground, explaining the causes of the 
war and defending the government 
against the charge that the military 
preparations were not abreast of the 
negotiations and said that the dip- 
lomatic messages went by wire and 
reinforcements by ship. Moreover, 
in order to keep abreast the army and 
navy would have had to commit the 
most provovative and threatening 
acts, lhe Boer ultimatum followed 
the British mobilization, and if 
Great Britain had mobilized earlier 
the ultimatum would have been earl- 
ier. 

Lord Lansdowne explained = the 
promptness of the mobilization which 
enabled five cavalry regiments, ten 
batteries and 20 battalions to get far 
away on the sea. During the earlier 
operations the enemy had a great 
superiority of numbers and the = ad- 
vantage of choice of ground This 
phase of the situation be hoped was 
approaching its conclusion, for in 
less than a week the first instalments 
of Buller's forces would arrive at 
Capetown, to be followed at a steady

Perhaps England's experi- 
ence in South Africa will suffice to 
j bring home the national instinct of 
Britons, the necessity for a radical 
reorganization of the British mili- 
tary system.”

MONDAY’S BATTLE. 


il WICH GEN. WHITE'S WHOLE 
FORCE WAS ENGAGED. 


The war cerrespondent of the 
Standard with the British forces at 
adysmith, telegraphing as to Mon- 
day’s engagement, says: “During the 
opening stages of the fight, I attach- 
ed myself to the centre column. We 
marhcd out before dawn and after 
covering three miles, halted undera 
kopje, to await developments.

London, Noy, 6.—The war office has 
just issucd the following from General 
Buller: “Cape Town, November 5.— 
The commandant at Durban sends the 
{ following: I have received from 
Ladysmith by pigeon post, dated No- 
vember 3rd. Yesterday General 
French went out with the cavalry and 
field artillery and effectively shelled 
the Boor laager without any loss on 
our side. Colonel Brocklehurst 
with the cavalry, field artillery, the 
Imperial Light Horse and and _ the 
Natal Mounted Volunteers were en- 
gaged today with the enemy to the 
south east of Ladysmith. The fight- 
ing lasted several hours. Our loss 
was very emall, The bombardment 
of Ladysmith continued yesterday and 


today and many Boer shells were 
pitched into the town. Our troops 
are in good health and spirits and 


the wounded are doing well. Gen- 
i eral Joubert sent in Major Kincaid, 
of the Royal Irish Fusiliers, and nine 
wounded prisoners, Eight Boers were 
sent out in exchange, no others, being 
fit to travel. Lieutenant Egerton 
of the Powerful, is dead.”

will be stubborn. Kimberley is not 
a city in the moder sense of Le 
word, it is a great camp in which 
men’ passions rise and fall as the 
treasures of earth are uncovered oi 
not found. The camp is in what is 
cailed the Vaal Basin, the wash ground 
of the riyer which divides the Trans- 
vaal from the Orange Free State, The 
first diamond discoveries were made 
there about 1870, but it was 10 years 
later when Englishmen and others 
realized that the spot was the most 
valuable cf its kind in the world. By 
1881 the mines which had been opened 
had yielded gems to the value of $26,- 
000.000, By 1887 seven tons of dia- 
monds had been taken out valued at 
$250,000,000. This record places the 
Brezil diamond mines in the shade and 


made Kimberley world wide in its 
fame. The Cecil Rhodes syndicate, 
known us the De Beers, came into 


control of all the mines after much 
negotiation, This syndicate is capit- 
alized for $75,090,000 and pays interest 
at the rate of five and a half per cent 
per annum and an annual dividend of 
20 per cent, Since Cecil Rhodes came

The mines are worked from 
shafts sunk some distance from the 
original holes and penetrating to the 
blue ground by transverse drivings at 
depths varying from 600 to 1,200 feet. 
The blue ground when extracted is 
carried in sinall iron trucks to the 
levels, Upon these levels the blue 
ground {s worked until the gems with- 
in are extracted. The process of ex- 
tracting takes from 
months, The stones found vary in 
size from a pin head to the largest 
ever found—428% barats. This lar- 
zest stone when cut weighed 
karats.
